<a>i.gres* bas never yet pass, d ■ law to pn 'ect 
ca'tle, iKir-es, or merchandise in the Territories; 
Congress has never yet pas-ed a law to pro ret 
slay* pn p -rly in * Territory; Congrea* has never 
pis'sod a lair tn protect any kind of property 
wh .teverin * Te.riiory. All that Congress ha'» 
done is lo sav: " Ihe" legi-lative power nf said 
Territory shall extend to all righ'ful Mthjaihl of 
legislation consistent with the Oinstitu i. n . ( he 
1 ri <d Mate*," without excepting cattle, horso-, 
merchandi e. or any other kind of property, and 
without excepting persons — black or white, fre* 
or b md. Hence, every man, either from the North 
or So th, may go to the Territories with his prop- 
er'y on terms of eXsct equality, subject to the 
MM law; and slave property stands on tn equtl 
f.siting with all other kinds of property in ih* 
lerrimrie* of the United State*. It now stand- 
on an equal f.-nting in all tho Territories for :h« 
first time. I have shown you thit, np to I»<5!». 
little more than a year »■,••.. it Mas prohibited in 
part of the Terri'ories. It is not prohibited any- 
lre now. For the nrst time, under KepuMican 
rule, the Southern State* hsve secured that 
equality of rights in the Territorie* for their 
.-Uve properly which they bavi been demarding 
so long.

Tbe State ticket 
wat then elected by a majority of 541. In 
November Mr. Lincoln carried the State by a 
maj Ttty of l'i.2l>3 over all competitors.

(nT-Thc Courier of yesterday published a 
report of Mr. Brecktnri.lj-e's speech at Frank- 
fort on Tuesday last. The report is not a 
good one, and we suppose the speech is really 
not much better. We, however, pass by the 
mere form of the effort. 

The first thing in the matter of the speech 
which arrests the notice of a discriminating 
y of a boiling fresh j TtmleT u ,j, e disquieting and all but confound- 
ing viridness of the speaker s sense of the obli- 
gation to express hi* views openly and com- 
pletely. "I feci, sir," he says, alluding to 
tbe invitation of the Legislature, "that it 
imposes upon me the duty to speak with per- 
fect plainness and freedom my opinion* and 
sentiments in reference to the present condi- 
tion of our country". "I am uttering", he 
protct* iu another relation, "my whole heart, 
my whole opinions, to a body that has done 
me the honor to ask laT them". "I suppose", 
he declares again, "that, having been honored 
by the imitation of this Legislature to address 
them, I am expected to speak plainly". And 
so forth. The next thing in the speech which 
fixes a discerning eye is the remarkable infe- 
licity with which the speaker discharges tbe 
obligation of which he is so livid ly conscious.

Standing. as wa do, in tbe presence of a broken 
Cnion — a broken Confed-racv — the manner in 
which it may be restored, if that be possi'ila, the 
relations which Kentucky and thee* State* which 
are associated with ber miv tie obliged to take, 
and manv other kindred questions, are of the 
greatest interest and magnii ude. Thev ri-e. sir, 
far above all party consideralioos ami all party 
platforms. 

Such is the chart of tbe question before him 
which he himself drew, standing on the mar- 
gin. Such are the prominent bearings in 
which at the outset of his speech he proposed 
to discuss "the present lutiditiou of our couu- 
lry.•■ They are, 1, A "broken Union," as a 
fact accomplished; L\ The "manner in which 
it maybe restored, if that be possible"; and, 
3, The "rf/.if.'..n.< Batiks Kent>u-lcg and thott 
Statet vhirh are a»t<j< iattd with Ittr may tie 
obiiytd to taL-e." These are the great leading 
point* in "reference" to which Mr. Breckin- 
ridge at the start acknow ledged it to be bis 
"duty" to "speak" bis "opinions and senti- 
ments" with "perfect plainness and freedom." 
Now, let us aee how he has performed this ac- 
knowledged duty. 

In "reference'' to the first jioint, Mr. 
Breckinridge assume* that the Republican 
party hold that our government is a single 
itead of a compound 
option we shall notice at some 
future time, and asserts that the "theory" in 
question has been "carried into practice" and 
"has broken this Union." lie avers that the 
case between tbe North and tbe South is one 
of radical and destructive incompatibility of 
view touching the fundamental principle of 
the government. Tbis is Mr. Breckinridge's 
political diagnosis. 

In ''reference' - to the second point, Mr. 
Breckinridge says, in tffect, that the Critten- 
den proposition, with the Powell amendment, 
made perhaps "a little stronger' , ami pre- 
sented as an ultimatum, w ill res'ore the Union, 
il' anything will, but nothing will. Such is the 
sum and substance af what Mr. B says on this 
point. This is the remedy hu prescribes lor 
our political disease. 

So much for the first and the second point 
Now, w .at docs Mr. Breckinridge say in "ref- 
erence" to the third point? Having avowed 
that the "theory" which be says "has broken 
this Union" w ill ne\erbe surrendered as a posi- 
tive rule of administration, and having alleged 
virtually that the Union cannot be "restored," 
what "relations'' docs he say that "Kentucky 
and those States which are assoc iated with her 
may be oMiged to take" or should take, iu a 
contingency which the drift ef bis speech 
brings into full view as an inevitable certainty? 
Having made the diagnosis of tbe case, and 
preacribed what he deems the only possible 
remedy, wha« is his prognosis? Incredible as 
it may seem, he has none, — at any rate none 
of which bd is willing to "speak plainly." 
After conducting the Union in bis argument, 
aa he has done much towards conducting it in 
action, to the edge of irretrievable dissolution, 
he starts back aptialled at his own conclusion, 
and, lorgcuing in his consternation tbe topics 
he set forth at the beginning, disowns tbe very 
core of his subject. Coming up lo the third 
and grand point of his thteue, he thus cowers 
and recoils:

There cannot be more than sixty or seventy bills 
enrolled and signed by tbe licvernor before twelve 
to-day. and this renders it probable that an ex- 
tension of the session for another day may be de- 
sirable. Host of this morning's tim* was lost in 
ths House by the effort* of a few opponents of 
the militia appropriation bill to kill it by staving 
otT a vote on th* .Vitiate amendments. This is 
vary unfortunate, for the bill bas been esaeutUliy 
modiiied by tha Senate and should in its present 
state be unexceptionable to everybody, even to 
memliets of the peace society. There was barely 
aquorum in the House, and gentlemen having 
important bills pending were compelled to look at 
tbe prospect of tbeir inevitable failure with such 
calmness as they coul 1. 

Whenthisdsad-lock had been reacbed,tb* Senate 
unlocked it by passing a resolution extending tbe 
session until seven o'clock to-morrow morning, to 
enable the Knrollment Committee to prepare tbe 
bills and the Speaker to .ign them. Tbe House 
concurred in tbis resolution, and therefor* the 
adinurnroent at noon t*-d*y, aa coutempUled, 
will not take place. 

The bill authorizing the banks to loan money 
on real or personal security at eight per cent, per 
annum, introduced by Mr. Wolfe, was called np 
in the House, and gave rise to an animated dis- 
cussion. Tbis measure is regarded as one of relief 
by tbe most intelligent memlasrs of the House, 
and it is provided that it« operations shall extend 
but two year«. Mr. Machen moved »n amend 
mant, giving th* same authority to individuals. 
This would in effect nuke tbe bill one provkling 
for a rat* of conventional interest, and as that 
policy has l-een rejected by th* Senate, its adop- 
tion would endanger tbe success of the original 
proposition. The indisposition of this Lsgi^Uture 
to act upon this important principle is to me in- 
explicable, in view of the fact that Oiiio, Mis- 
souri, and Tennessee ar* abstracting capital from 
our State, ur.iUr tbeir liws, which allow con- 
tracts to l« made for interest at eight per cent. 
Money, as a commodity, will go where it com- 
mands the best price, and in the present dspreseed 
state of pecuniary affairs, I regard thU bill as 
the very sure-t measure af rulief which has vet 
liecn proposed. A motiou to Uy tbe bill and 
amendments on tha table was successful by a vote 
of M yeas to 18 nay s. 

A Se:iat* bill to incorporate the Paducah Her- 
ald printing bbW was taken up in the House, and 
on a motion to Uy it upon tbe table, there was 
no quorum present to vote. The 1. use refused 
to take a recess until 3 o'clock, and a call of the 
House was ordered. It is a very reprehensible 
practice for members to leave Frankfort before 
the in il adj nirnmont. They pair off, it is true, 
Iu! ii . .-..ntees become so numerous that the 
bu.-ineaa ia brought to a stand-still for the want 
■.if a quorum. On this occasion, upon tb* call of 
tha roll, there were only forty-tjvo responses, and 
I regret that 1 did nut think of securing tbeir 
names, that tbeir constituents may see who de- 
vota themselves with fidelity and proper a siduity 
la the dL-c'iarg* ot" tbeir duties. Tbe doors of 
the Hoiio* were closed, and tha Serjeant at -Arms 
sent after th* absent ees. The officer soon return- 
ed, saying he could find no members except in the 
Sena'e. and that the Senate refused to allow bim 
to mike any arrests in their chamber. Tha 
House eventually ordertd a recess until 4 o'clock. 

Ihe military approprution bill eventually 
passel the House as amended by the Senate. 

It is whispered about the hulls ot' tha Capitol 
Hotel, that Mr. Breckinridge made a speech in a 
caucus of disuciouists tbe evening of the day he 
gave his unasked advice to tha Legislature on the 
questions of the diy and that his views, as ds- 
livered privately, were much m->r* acceptable to 
tbe ultraists than bis remarks before ths kM 
bouses. If this lie true, and my sources of infor- 
niaiicn are almost directly authentic, tha view s 
must have la-en ultra enough. Tbe gist of Mr. 
Brecliniidge '« advice was that Kentucky, if sbe 
acted resolutely, could get all she demtnded from 
tha North, but that in making her demands she 
should be careful to let them be strong enough to 
please the Cottonade Coiifedsrncy. Now if Mr. 
Ii., in caucus, went any further than this, he 
must have assumed that secession should be au- 
thorized by aconstilutioual ametdment, and rob- 
bery legalised upon our statute book*. The poli- 
cy which Kentucky should adopt is to ark for 
such guarantee* as will comport with her own 
honor, security, ar.d interests, and not entangle 
herself in eff irts to satisfy tha caprices of those 
who so meanly deserted her at her time of peril. 
If the secessionist* had remained in Ibeir seats in 
Congress, and con inued loyal to the l nion, we 
should now have President Lirculn, his Cabinet, 
and Ilia entire Kepuldican party at our feet, pow- 
erless to do any injustice to tba rights of tbe 
South, even if they bud the inclination, and with- 
out appropriations to carry on tbe Government. 

I send you down tbe proceedings of the L'uion 
members of tha I.egi la'ur*. which will giv* 
strength and unity to the efforts of the friends of 
the Cnion throughout the State. As the delegates 
t.< the Border Slave Slate Convention are to be 
eleced in May, it was imp sal ibis to call a conven- 
tion to nominate them, and therefore tbe Union 
men of the Assembly took ths responsibil- 
ity of reeominendinir the gentlemen indicated 
Wh it a glorious ticket they have presented toth* 
frionds of the l'nion In Kentucky. It now re- 
mains for our people to determine by how many 
tens of thousands it shall le elee'ed.

Such U the L'nion, and such are it* glorious 
frui's.

Well, tbe 
fir-t question which naturally arises is. supposing 
the In ion to In dissolved — having all tbe cause* 
of grievances which are complained of— bow far 
will a dissolution furnish a remedy for these 
grievances? If the l'nion is to be dissolved for 
any existing cause... it will be dissolved because 
slave'y is interdicted or not allow ..1 to be intro- 
duced into t ha ceded territories; liecanae slavery 
is threatened to be aboii-hed in the If-strict o'f 
Columbia, and because fugitive slaves are not ■*- 
turned, as in my . pinion thev ought to be, 
re-tored to iheir roasteta. These 1 believe wid be 
th- causes, if there be any cause*, wbicb can 
lean to thedireful event to which I have referred. 

Well, now. let us suppose that ihe L'nion ba* 
been dissolved. What remedy d ies it furnish for 
the grievances complained of in it* united cmdi- 
tion? Will you be able to push slavery into the 
ceded territories? How are von to do it, suppos- 
ing tbe North— all tbe States mirth of the Poto- 
mac, and which are opposed to i'--in possession 
of the aavv and armv of the I need States? Can 
you expect, if there is a dissolution of tba L'nion. 
that vnu can c irry slavery into California and 
New Mexico? You cannot dream of soch a pur 
pis-a. If it were «•- Ii h-d in the District of 
Columbia, and the l nion were dUsolrad, would 
the dissolution of the L'nion restore sUvery in the 
District of CnlumhU? Are yon safer in the recov- 
ery of your fugitive slaves in a state of dissolution 
or of severance of the L'nion, than vou are la tbe 
Cnion i'sslf ? Why, what is the state nf the fact 
ia tbe L'nion? Yoii lose a..;«e slaves. You recov- 
er «ome others. Let me advert to a fact which I 
ought to bav* introduced before, because it is 
highly creditable to Ihe courts and juries of the 
free States. Iu every case, so far as my informa- 
tion extends, where an appeal bas been made lo 
tb* courts of justice for the re, .very of fugitives, 
or for the raievery uf penalties inflicted upon 
persons w bo have assisted in d*coi ina* slaves from 
their mastrrs and ai l. ng tbem in escaping from 
tbeir masters— as far as I am informed, the courts 
ha- e a-serted the rights of tbe owner, and tbe 
juries have promptly returned adequate verdicts 
in favor of tb* owner. H ell, this is some remedy. 
What would you have if tbe l'nion were dissev- 
ered? Whv. sir, then tbe severed pirts would 
l>* independent of each other — foreign countries! 
Slaves taken from the one into tbe other would 
be there like sUves now escaping from th* Cnited 
States into Can .da. There would be no right of 
extradition— no right fo demand your aUvas — no 
right to appeal to the courts of justice to demand 
your slaves whkh escape, or the penalties for de- 
coying tbem. Where one slave e-ccpes now, by 
running away from bis owner, hundreds ami 
thousands w iuld escape if the L'nion war* severed 
in parts— I car* not wbera nor how vou run tbe 
lin«, if indep-adant sovereignti-s were estab 
lished. 

Well, finally, will vou, in a state of dissolu- 
tion of ihe Cnion. be -afer with your sUves with- 
in tb* Isvom uf tha State* than von are now? 
Mr President, that they will escape much more 
frequently from the border Stales, no one will 
MM, 

Hut, 1 must »ak« oc.-a«ion *o say that, in my 
npini in. there i* no right on tbe part cf one or 
more of tbe States to secede from the L'nion. War 
snd the BwaBjfaTl on of tha L'nion ar* identical and 
inseparable. T here can be no dissolution of the 
l'nion. *xc-[it by consent or bv war. No one can 
•xiect, in tb* axisting state of thing*, that that 
consent would M given, and war is the only al- 
ternate bv which a dissolution could be accom- 
plished. 'And. Mr. President, if consent were 
given — if possibly wo were to separate by mie u il 
*i:r-ement and by a given Una in leas than sixty 
days after such an agreement had I seen executed, 
war wimld break out between tbe free and sUve- 
h'.l ling portions of thi* L'nion — between the two 
independent portious into which it would l*» 
erected in virtue of tha set of separation. Yet, 
sir, sixty days— in Itu time than sixty dav*, I 
hedieve, otir slaves from Kentucky would be flee- 
ing over in numbers to tbe ether side of the river, 
would be pursued by their owners, sr.d tbe ex- 
citalde and anient spirits wbo would enga/e in 
th* pursuit would be restrained by no sense af 
the rights which appertain to tbe independenc* of 
tbe other side of the river, •apt*- -ing it, I ban. to 
bn a lioe of separation. They would pursue tbeir 
slaves; th.y would be repelled, and war would 
break eut." In less than sixty days, war would 
be bluing forth in every part of this now happy 
and peaceable Und. 

But bow are you going to separata them:- In 
my bumble opinion, Mr. President, we -h u t 
be'uin at least with three Confederacies — the Con - 
fed.iracv of Ih* North, the Confederacy- ot tbe At- 
lantic Southern State*, (tb* >la\*aolificg State*,) 
and the C'onfrderacy of tbe Villey of tbe Missis- 
sippi. My life upon i', sir, that vast p. puU'ion 
that has already concentrated, and will concen- 
trate upon tbe" head waters and tributaries of 
tbe Mississippi, wi'l never consent that tbe 
mouth of that river shall be hold subject to the 
power of an foreign State wh.tever. Such I be- 
lieve would isa the conseqneuces of a dissolution 
of tha I nien. But oifor Confederacies would 
Up, ft nn time to time, as di-sa'i.-fjctlon 
it were diasemiuated over th* coun- 
tiy. There would be tbe Confederacy of tbe 
Like* — perhaps the Confederacy of New K:: gland, 
and of the Middle States. 

But. sir, tbe veil which crners these «ad and 
disastrous events that lie bey ond a po**ibl* rup- 
ture of this L nkai is too thi. k t > ba penetrated or 
Ufiod by any mortal eye or hand. 

Mr. Cresslen', 1 am directly opposed to any 
purpose cf sees-ion, or sepsratein. I s in for stay- 
ing within the Colon, aud delving any psr'io.i of 
this L'nion lo expel or drive as* oat of the Cnion 
I am for stay ing within the DaaWa, ar.d fighting 
f r my ri^bis — if necessaiv, with tb* sword — 
within" the bound* ar.d under the safeguard of the 
I nion. I am for vindicating the** righrs: but 
not by Issing driven out of the Lnion ntsbly and 
unceremoniously by any portion of this Confeder- 
rey. Here I am within it, and here I mean lo 
stand and die; as far as my individual purposes or 
wishe* can go — within it lo protect myself, and 
to defy all the power upon earth to expel m* or 
dri\* me from tba situation in whkh 1 am pUcrd. 
Will there not be mora safely in fighting witLin 
th* l'nion than without il? 

Suppose your rights to be ■ iolaled: suppose 
wrorgstobe done you. aggressions to bepeipe- 
trated upon you, cannot you belter tight and 
vindicate ihem. if pea hav* occasion to r*-.. r t to 
that last necwisity »f lh*-word, within tbe l'nion, 
and with tbe sympathies of a I irge portion nf tba 
pnpuUtion of the I uion of these Slates different- 
h a i - ituted from y ou, then you can right and 
vindicate your rights, rvpelled fr- to the l'nion, 
and driven from it without ceremony and without 
authority? 

I said' that I thought that thar* w is no right 
on th* part of on* or mors of Ibe States to secede 
from tli' L'nion. I tbirk that th* Const it ut ion 
of tbe tbirteen Stsf-s w is ma.le, not merely for 
the generation which then ex ist ral, but i..r p.»- 
terily, undefined, S'llimited, permanent, and per- 
petual— for their lanterity, and for every «utwo- 
quent Stat* which might come into the l'nion. 
binding themselves by that indissoluble hoed. It 
is to remain for that posterity now ami forever. 
Like another of the great reUtions of private life, 
it \ias a m initio* thst n» human . :' u 
dissolve or divorce Ihe parties from; and, if I m y 
lie allow ed to refer to this same example in 
private life, lei us say what man and wife aay to 
each oliu-r: We hav* mutual faults; nothing 
in the form of huuian beings can be psrfect; 
let us. than, lie kind lo each other, forlssaring, 
core -ding; let us live in happiness and peace. 

Mr. President, 1 bav* said what I scUn-.n'v 
believe — that tb* dissolution of the l'nion **d 
war are identical blu inseparable; that Ibe. ao 
coiivertil-U terms. 

Such a war, too. a* that would be, following 
the disaolutioii of the L ui'-n! Sir. ws may search 
tho pages if hisfori . and none so fars-us, so 
hi s>fy , wi implacable, so exlerminati.-.g, fr.an tha 
wars of Greece down, including I bos* of the Com- 
inonwailtb of KngUnd, and tba revolution of 
frince^ — none, r»ne of them raged with such 
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Intolerant nf all political dissent, however cour- 
teously expretteo, they would malign ns for aot 

restricting even our citations to organs aa aaav 
sided as tbem-elver. and thus, after 
the laMaaMaa cf 
lUrken its intelli 

our habitual course— that of making 
from joumsls representing all ainaVa of opins-aa — 
we shall strive to consult tha best interests of our 
readers, without regard to the cavils of tb*

The de- 
gree of prevalence of the former probability can 
be ar wall estimated bv your readers a* snvself, 
bat the mea-ure of influence of the latter proba- 
bility I proposs te discuss. 

We have Bat within my medical knowledge an v 
fuefj which prove that oaasiae vaccine virus m iv 
not I* transmitted through any number of ftaafam 
human systems aitbi ut undergoing degenerati on. 
But to in-ure this preservation of ila integritv 
through an indefinite aiice anion of crops, as wall 
aa to secure iu protective virtue* in individual in- 
stances of vaccination, it is absolutely important 
that both these circum«tances should combine. 

It would of course be impossible to aay to what 
extent all vaccine virus which has gone through 
numerous transmissi >ns may have become hvenei- 
t.ly degenerated In passing* through constitutions 
lacking in health or vigor; or, on the other hand, 
to what extent it ssay be susceptible of regenera - 
tfoa by strict observ ance of rules whose neglect 
produced lis deterioration. My observation has 
taught me to believe in a capability te retrieve 
the protective powers of vaccina matter wbioh 
have declined from vaccinal teal improperly per- 
formed, either upon vitiated constitutions or from 
pastole* lacking the requisite characteristics. 

I think it extremely probable that the increase 
af small-pox aaay be to a eoneiderebie extent due 
to the Imperfecuor.s of vaccine matter, and this 
condition of the virus daa to leoae performance 
of the act. 

There are two means of obviating this difficul- 
ty. The chief one is that no one but s physician 
should venture 10 vaccinate, because a non-pro 
fesriooal perron ia not competent to judge, either 
of the etate of the constitution or quality of nut- 
ter, whose eoncorree'. integrity ■ neressarv to 
insure fnll protection. A r*d the "physician should 
be n quired, cot simply lo insert genuine matter 
under such circumstances of constitution aa be 
judges beet calculated to srura s good result, snd 
tuen di«miss thesutj.-et from further attention, 
but be should be asked to watch the progress of 
the po'tulr, that be may detanniua by ite sppear- 
ance and the period of it* maturation that it is a 
healthy eow-px pi-'uU, running a regular 
course, end I'kely lo prove protective. 

By mean* of tale verification the physician coc- 
flniM. so far as bis science eruLUa him, the 
ger.uineneea af the virei nation ; but no amount 
<>f observation, or experience, nr philosophy will 
enal.le him to dselare with apndktlc certainty 
H-.e her the vaccination will or will nit be 
prolectfve.

of meeting Virginia, Delaware, Maryland, Mis- 
iri, Arkaiiaaa, North Carolina, snd Tenn«*«e 
eur own Mate Capitol, and calmly discussing 
he grave complications of our national affairs, 
but prefer such rash and precipitate action as can 
be bnmght about by firing the heart of Kentucky 
and dragging hsr from her position in ths Union. 
II will be remembered that ths Corwin amend- 
ment and the proposition for a Border Conven- 
tion were Deseed by tne Senate unanimously, but 
the tight upon them is to be mr.de in ths House, 
where the accidental eheence of a memleror two 
may determine the preponderance between the 
L'nionisle and the disunionists.

In 
steed of being hailed ss a pvcilicator or the herald 
of glad tidings, his advent is expected to reani- 
mate the discouraged disunionlsts, and hi* influ- 
ence is hoped for to aid the desperate attempt to 
take Kentucky out of the I nien. How different 
the position of John J. Crittenden, followed by the 
prayers and plaudits of the god and wise, speak- 
ing words of warning and enconrsgemenf, and 
proclaiming tbat the State of bis lore must he the 
last to desert the Union. A terrible mistake did I 
Kentucky make when she supplanted the inflexi- 
ble patriot and experienced statesman for the pli- I 
ant partisan and ambitious schemer who now mis- 
represent* her wishes snd ber interests in the 
Senate of the United State*. Around Mr. Crit- 
tenden the lovers of the Union gather to Uke 
his counsel and draw hope and energy from his 
devoted attachment to his rou.itry; amund Mr.

texts for agitation of tbe distrsetirg and danger- 
nua question ia any of it* forms, Iw it resolved. 
Sat." Tbe original preamble, it will be recol- 
lected, use* tbie language: "Whereas said pro- 
posed smendment, although it fails to secure to 
the slave Stetes all the right* to which they are 
justly entitled, and therefore cannot be received 
or treated by them aa an adjuatment of e^ining 
difficult ies. does remove one cause of apprehended 
danger, and evinces a disposition on the part of 
the people of the North to make rcme advance* 
toward* a reccnriliition with their Southern 
brethren, and may, and, it is hoped, will, lead in 
a spirit of concession and compromise to its final 
oon*ummatien." Th* friends of the Union are 
wiUing to believe that the distinct s ...en ion that 
no amendment to the Consiii ution shall be made 
which will authnrue or give Congress power to 
abolish or interfere within any State, with the 
domestic in«titulions thereof including that of per- 
sons held to labor or service by th* laws of said 
States, and the willingness of the North to give 
this assertion all the sanctity of a const'tutional 
amendment, doe* remove one cause ef apprehended 
danger and ia an advance on the pert of tho North 
towards reconciliation, wl.il* tbe dt'unionbte will 
not accept the amendment to the constitution a* 
the hartinger of any disposition to reconcile our 
national difficulties. I cannot imagine anything 
mire illosical or weak than the .p ecb which Mr. 
Leach delivered this morning; hi* cause is one 
which no amount of sophistry can glose over, it I 
is disunion with tbe flimsiest concealment.

In T'.'t, St. II tiifaco succe.ded in book- 
ing these heathens on I Christian lina, the bait 
was must prob..bly inimuri'y from taxes, or some 
similar argument. In Mi*i. fortification* were 
construct, d to protect the inhal.itanta from the 
non-conforming Sclavs* and Wendes. It 1015, 
the place assumed th.. dignity of a city, issued 
bonds, shinpUsters. and other obligations indica- 
tive of a c<ir| .rate body. In 1134, a wall was 
constructed — although torn down at a later date, 
it waa agsin rebuilt. In 12IK). Mthon laid the 
foundation for the annual fair, which exists to this 
day. The privilege of coining money wa* grant- 
cd in 1273, and in l.VC the annual lair was ex- 
tended into three fairs per annum, but previous 
to which. 14(*J, the I'niver-ity was founded. In 
lM'J Luther h-.d a war of words with the great 
champion of Rome, Ksk, and twenty years later 
the seeds of the Reformation took strong root.
